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The Reserve Board's Defence 


Somewhat unexpectedly the federal reserve hank or- 


ganization committee, has dignified the protests made 
against some of its reserve citv selections !>y an aus\ver to 
criticisms that have been heaped upon it. from several 
cities which failed to he selected as reserve bank renters. 
We do not believe the matter is of erreat general im- 
portance or that there is serious objection from any point 
**ve those in which local pride has been severely iu.jured 
by "the triumph of a rival. When it is recalled that thirty- 
seven sought to secure the twelve reciunal reserve hanks, 
And that the disappointment, of twenty-tiro of the appli- 
cants was an inevitable result, of any selection that could 
be made, the protest somehow fails tu era in treneral sym- 
pathy. 


The outstanding feature of the explanation by the 


Committee is in effect that the selections are. to all intents 
and purposes the choice of a majority of tin; national 
benks in each individual territory. Tt develops that the 
committee was guided'almost entirely by expressions in- 
vited from the banks as to their ]>rcTerence, taken into 
consideration with the natural trend of business relations 
and the volume of banking business transacted. It thus 
appears that tho disappointed cities lia.ro their loving 
neighbors in the financial world to blame, and not. tin; 
regional reserve committee.

I/ights of London" and Mich plays were 
the popular choice and yielded therefore 
the most profit for those concerned with 
the commerce of the theater, the firm 
of Hrnoks &. Dickson was as well known 
throughout the country aa that of Froh- 
man and Klnw & Krlangcr.

son and Crane. Mr. Brooks was their 
commercial pilot and literary and dra- 
matic adviser.

Wayne's existence as the seat of govern- 
ment of Allen county, while it had not 
yel. risen to the dignity of an incorporat- 
ed town, fuiind a grea.t many new settlers 
ponrinp in from the more thickly set- 
tled regions.

Cooper (horn at Hnvre-de-rirace. Md.. in 
17H3K who bccjime a pioneer teacher and 
rose to fame throughout Indiana, a* a 
lawyer; Peter Riser, who opened a meat 
market nnd issued rations to the Indians 
and became an active figure in politicn 
and municipal life, ,infi Francis TX Lait- 
srllc. who attained prominence in buf<i 
ness circle?. The hardship? of transpor- 
tation of the period arc impossible ol 
realization in modern clays. 
Trnvelec 


roads were few and usually deep with 
mild, winding through the wildcrncps o! 
prairie and forest —and these merely the 
Indian trails widened when necessary to 
accommodate the covered wagons of the 
hardy pioneers. 
But few bridges had 


been constructed and it was the com 
mon practice for a horseman to "swini 
his 
faithful 
steed 
across 
a 
swollen 


stream, while the. traveler with the cuin- 
bi'rsomo wagon was compelled to risk life 
and property in many cases in fording 
the numerous rivers and creeks of t.he 
vest. 
Th« prevalence of wolves, often 


driven by hunger to invade the settle- 
ments, the 
lierce blizzards and 
the 


menace of drink-crazed Indians, added 
the perils and sufferings of the traveler. 
However, many brave-hearted wives and 
niot.hors left comfortable liomc.s in the 
older settlemoivtH to east, their lots with 
their sturdy protectors on the edge of 
the wilderness. The town of Fort Wayne 
at this time container! about 200 per- 
manent, residents. . . . 


How the Citizens Obeyed the Laws. 


At the second terio of the circuit court, 
which convened June. (1. 1R25, at the home 
of William il. "Swing, Bclhuel K Morris, 
of Indianapolis, president judge, clectefl 
to succeed Judge Wick, presided, -with 
Samuel Hanna. an his associate. Henry 
Cooper, of Fort Waj-ne; James Ttariden. 
of Richmond; Calvin Fletcher, of Indian- 
apolis, and Arthur St. OIa.ir Vance, of 
Dearborn county, were admitted to the 
bar, 
Mr. Cooper being the- second man 


in the county to be thus honored. Mr. 
Fletcher Was appointed to serve as prose- 
cuting attorney, and Robert Hood as 
constable. The grand jury, consisting of

bills against seven prominent citizens, 
chiefly for selling liquors illegally. Evi- 
dently, the pioneers found it of greater 
financial benefit to sell liquors and pay 
three-dollar fines than to refrain there- 
from. 
At this session John P. Hedges 


won a trespass suit over William Sut- 
tenfleld, and the jury awarded him 25 
cents damages. Elisha B. Harris, com- 
monly known as "Yankee" Harris, who 
was later indicted for horse stealing, was 
found guilty of trespass in a siiit brought 
by Thomas Robinson, and fined 911. 
William Caswell, George Ayres and John 
Forsythe, recently from Canada, were 
naturalized. . . . 


Partition of the Wells Reserve. 


The circuit court, at this session, ap- 
pointed John Tipton, Alexander Tvwing 
and Joseph Ifolman as commissioners to 
make partilion of 3iiO acres of 
land, 


"lying in the forks of the St. Mary's and 
St. Joseph rivers," the Wells reserve, in 
response to a petition of James Wolcott 
(son-in-law of Captain William Wells), 
which commission recommended the par 
tition of the property into eight portions, 


one to be given to each of the following:

llaekley, William YV. Wells. Samuel

Wells, .lames Wolcott. Yclverton Peyton

At the November 
session of the court, over which Judges 
Hanna. and Cushman presided. General 
Tipton was found guilty of assault, and 
was assessed a. fine of $3. "for the use of 
tiie cottutv seminary.'' Elisha. B. Harris 
was indicted for larceny; the prosecuting 
attorney, Calvin Fletcher, 
was

guilty of contempt of court, and there

The First Jail a Debtors' Prison. 


In 182-(. llcncral Tiplon entered into a 
contract 
with 
IJavJd Irwin. of Darko 


county. Ohio: Robert Douglas and Wil- 
liam N. Hood, to erect a log jail build- 
ing on the southwest corner of the "pub- 
lick square." 
The walls were t-o be 


"three, feet thick, composed of (ier* of 
oak timber, each piece to be one foot 
square: the logs of the inner wall io be 
sixteen feet long, and the timber of (he 
middle w-all to be set on end, the inner 
and outer walls to be laid and notched m 
manner commonly 
called 
dough-tailed, 


until the logs touch each other." 
The 


building was to bo two stories in height, 
the rooms to be eight fed, from floor to 
ceiling. 
The windows were to he pro- 


vided -with gratings made of 
half-inch 


iron.1"1 The building was erected in ISiM. 
The lowvr floor was u*ed for (he confine- 
ment of criminals, while, the upper floor 
was used as a debtors' prison. 
A high 


board fence surrounded the building; (he 
sheriff's house, n small log building, ad- 
joined the jnil. This building stood until 
1847. when it. was destroyed by fire. The 
law which required the imprisonment, of. 
debtors was in full force—a law con- 
demned throughout the civilized world 
today, for by its operation a prisoner 
Is afforded no opportunity to earn the. 
money with which to pay his debt, while 
(hose dependent upon him are deprived 
of his support. . . . "f remember be- 
ing told of a man by the name of Alex- 
ander, who was ofleu 
imprisoned for 


debt." observes Mrs. Lucicn P. Ferry, of 
ecatur. Ind. "As 
soon 
as 
he WHS 


incarcerated he w-ould mysteriously ap- 
pear on (he street. It was found that he 
could lift out one of the logs, step out 
and replace it." This jail "was a prim- 
itive structure and would be laughed at 
by Rtich fellows as the James boys in 
these days of burglar-proof locks and 
the like." wrote a citizen'** who remem- 
bers the old "lock-up." "Silas Doty was 
then in the prime of life and was fre- 
qucndy the occupant of this an(iquated 
prison. 
lie was a shoemaker by trade 


and we could often see him and hear him 
hammering away at his bench. 
What- 


ever may be said of him as a horse thief 
or other had things, he was not a.shamed 
to work, and he made more than one 
pair of boots while spending his time in 
jail." . . . 


The "County Seminary." 


In accordance with the provisions of the 
Barr and McCorkle grant to the county, 
a brick school house, the first in Fort 
Wayne, 
called 
the 
"County 
Sem- 


inary," wns built on the west side, of 
Calhoun street, north of Water (Su- 
perior) street, on the site of tho present 
county jail, "[n this old school house 
many 
» • • 
naij fj,<>ir enriy (rain- 


ing for usefulness, and many there ex- 
perienced that joy only once to be en- 
joyed in a lifetime. * * * This old 
school house was built of brick, in l,S2f>, 
and waa then quite largo enough for all 
needed purposes. It was only one story 
in height and served for many years, 
not only as a school house, but as t' 
place, for religious worship, town mcti. 
ings.

John P. 


Hedges was the first teacher of this 
school. At about the same time, possibly 
earlier, Henry Cooper opened a, school 
in the debtors' room of the jail, on the 
court house square.

County Finances. 


At the January session of t.he board of 
justices, Joseph Holman, county treas- 
urer, gave the first complete report of 
the condition of the finances of Allen 
•ounty. as 
follows:

$437.98 3-4; disbursements, $4011.40; bal- 
ance on hand, $31.58 3-4. At the. July 
session of the board. Sheriff Allen Ham- 
ilton was allowed $20 for six months' 
service; Anthony L. Uavies. clerk of the 
circuit court and clerk of the board of 
justices, one year $45; each of the grand 
and petit jurors received 50 cents per 
day for their services.

of canal commissioners was appointed, 
composed of David Ilnrr.

of the commissioners.

made a quick trip to Xew Yrr.v by way 
of the Maiimee and Detroit., TJikc Erie 
anrl the Nrew York a.nrl Eric canal, iV.r the 
purpose of purchasing surveying instru 
ments. On the return he rode on horse- 
back from Toledo, carrying the. supplies 
strapped to his horse. In the meantime 
the officials of the middle western state? 
were busy with negotiations with the 
Miamis to secure additional tracts of the 
remaining Indian reservations. 
By the 


terms of n treaty between thn Indians 
and Lewis Cass. J. ft. Hay and John Tip- 
ton, the Vnitcd Stales secured a large 
amount of new territory to (.he north of 
Fort Wayne, in exchange for goods to 
the value of $30.5-17.71. and an annuity 
for twenty-two years of $2.0,00 in silver; 
(.he government also a.greed to provide a 
blacksmith, a miller to operate a grist- 
mill to be esta.hli.shed on the Tippecanoe 
river, and 1HO barrels of salt, annually, 
besides $2,000 for educational purposes. 
All of the goods and the money were 
distributed from the Indian agency quar- 
ters in the old fort. Later, other large 
tracts to the southward were secured. 
Vt the time of the payment of the an- 
nuities, only a small number of the In- 
dians were allowed to enter the fort. 
Each of the visitors represented a num- 
ber of members of the tribe whose an- 
nuities he was delegated to secure. This 
number, in each instance, was indicated 
by the delegate in laying 
upon 
the 


ground a short stick for each of the 
com- 


pany for whom he was securing the an- 
nuity. . . .

Hedges, as 
fon-rniiti of th. grand jury, made the fol- 
lowing report on the condition of the 
county jail: "We, the grand jury, ein- 
panneled for the county of Allen anrl

county jail, are of the opinion the crim- 
inal's r.ioiu of said j;iil is not a place of 
safety 
for pcrsnns committed 
thereto, 


that the debtors room or upper depart- 
ment of said jail is not in suitable con- 
dition for the reception of debtors, from 
the want of locks. Moors anil bedding." 


Criticized 
the Records. 


At the August session of the cotlri. held 
at the Kwing tnvoni, Judge K^ylcst'in 
presented a certiticatc in which he made 
recommendations con.-crying the keeping 
of an accurate marriage record. The rec- 
ords of the court, he said, were "imper 
fecfly and unclerically kept, and are radi- 
cally deficient, both in 
form 
and sub- 


stance. 
The penmanship is not so plain 


as it. should bc>. Records should be writ- 
ten in plain hand, and every letter so 
forn.ted that one cannot, he mist-iiken for 
another, and shoul.] be free of blots, in- 
terlineations 
and 
erasures." . .

ic conserved. Railroads, the vanguards

tion, nrs penetrating into our moun- 
tains, and our mountain people are not 
prepared to withstand the vices of the 
Incoming current nor to cope with the 
problem of the new condition.

branches comes carpentry and all kinds 
of woodworking, for the timber of the 
mountaineer is oue of his most valuable 
assets. 


In the mountain fastnesses, where 


"moonshining'' is the moat common way 
of making a living, the introduction of 
schools has done much to lessen the 
amount of illicit distilling and to re- 
duce, the Crimea of the district. Many o£ 
these distillers regard the corn as their 
own and, knowing.of the goi-crnment 
chiefly through the revenue officers, thoy 
feel that it has done nothing for them. 
Why should they not make thoir corn 
into whiskey without paying a tax to 
the government? 


The Judge on the Circuit Court in a 


mountainous district of Kentucky said 
a few years after a settlement school had 
been introduced that on the Saturday 
night before his arrival the Clerk's office 
had been entered and nearly four hun- 
dred indictments stolen, more than half 
of them beiflK for the illegal sale of liquor 
in the county. "Outlaws seemed to have 
the county by the throat; fights, brawjs, 
•uttings nnd woundingfi wore common, 
and it was-hardly safe to he on the streets 
of the little mountain village after night- 
fall.

The last census showed that the per- 


centage of illiteracy among the native 
whites in the mountain districts of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, JCoJlh Carolina and 
Virginia exceeds by several fold 
the 


average percentage of illiteracy among 
the native whites in th'e country as a 
whole. 


In some of the schools young men 


twenty-one years ohl come, not knowing 
one letter from another. They slay at 
home with their fathers, and when they 
come to manhood know nothing hut 
moonshining. One young man tvho was 
fncir.;; a penitentiary sentence ot five, 
years for illicit distilling when asked 
if he would like, to so lo school replied:— 
"Of cou'se I would. I ain't never hail no 
chanst." He received a year's parole, 
went, into the schoolroom Monday morn- 
ing not, knowing a letter, and by Satur- 
day night had read through the primer. 
Because of his good behavior and his 
eagerness to learn something besides 
moonshining bis sentence was repealed. 


The little children who come to the 


school are. willing to do every kind of 
work, whether it is freeing the 
hill 


fields of weeds and atones, building a 
house, cleaning it or making the furni- 
ture (o go into it. 
A visitor thus de- 


scribed the scrubbing of one of the cot- 
tages:—"When Dewey 'takes a spell' 
aud don't aim to work no more, Melissa 
sits by his side, and says in even, per- 
suasive ones:—'Now, honey, you know 
you aim to scrub that floor, so get right 
about it.' And Dewey does.

Disease of the Pleura 


(By Dr. Charles 1'. dc May.) 
, 


He»t is the great panacea for pleurisy 


or "stitch in the side." Heat applied di- 
rectly to the spot where the pain first 
occurs. 
The natives of Africa have a 


treatment for this disease, which many 
1 times brings successful results, but so 


drastic is the treatment that the cure 
is almost worse than the disease. This 
treatment consists of applying heated 
blocks of wood to the affected side until 
the entire surface is blistered. 
Many 


times while the treatment is being ad- 
ministered the patient succumbs to the 
p»to. Another treatment, and one that 
is less painful, is popular with the na- 
tives of Congo when the rare instances 
of this disease occur. 
The treatment 


consists of applying hot poultices of na- 
tive herbs to the fide. 
The herbs are 


macerated by the native doctor, and into 
the making of the poultice as much mys- 
ticism as "possible is lukled 
for 
good 


measure. If th« patient does not recover 
than he is considered a lost soul and 
doubly damned. 


Pleurisy is a fihrinous inflammation of 


the pleura or covering of the lungs, char- 
acterized by an intensely sharp pain in 
the side, dyspnoea or painful breathing 
» dry cough and fever. It may attack 
one "or both pleura! meinbnir.es. It 
said to be due, to exposure or cold, or to 
an injury to the chest walls. 
Tt is not 


an unusual thing for pleurisy to be, 
traced to muscular exertion. 


An attack of pleurisy usually begins 


•with a dull, followed by a sharp cutting 
pain or "stitch"' near the nipple or in tin 
axilla. This pain is aggravated by cough 
ing or breathing. Tt soon becomes diffi
